We hope we nre justified in thinking 
that the hibor trouble at Fernie has been 
definitely and conclusively settled. Wc 
confess that our inability to follow the 
different phases of thin inos': extraor- 
dinary of all strikes is only equalled by 
our inability to understand why such 11 
strike was ever entered upon by any 
body of rational working men. There 
appears in the first place to have been 
no indisposition on the part of the com- 
pany to meet its employeee through 
representative committees, and certainly 
some of the grievances complained of 
were in process of being remedied at 
the very time the strike took place. It 
was not really a strike, but n "walk- 
out," not prefaced by any demands for 
redress, and not continued by any ten- 
able reasons for not returning to work. 
The men have had public opinion against 
them, they have had -well known labor 
leaders against them, and they have had 
representative men in the lnbor organi- 
zation of which they are themselves a 
part against them. All that pressure 
hns been just sufficient to get them to 
go back ta work. Eitiier those men 
have been suffering under conditions 
which they lack the power to describe, 
but which are nevertheless grievous, or 
they are irresponsible members of so- 
ciety to a very dangerous degree who 
take a delight in social war apart from 
weighty reasons justifying or excusing 
it. In either ease they are, or have 
been, a menace to the peace and pros- 
perity of the country. Wo do not know 
what proportion of Southern Europeans 
are employed at Ferine, but we have 
a difficulty in believing that Canadian, 
American, or English working men could 
ever have conducted their affairs in such 
a disordered fashion as the miners there 
apparently have done. The chnracter of 
working men is a very important factor 
both in their own welfare and in the 
welfare of their employers. The Kernie 
miners hnve not shown very favorably 
in this respect, unless the reports cause 
us to do them n grave injustice. Hut 
we sincerely hope that both the Crow's 
Nest Coal Ci upnny and the miners will 
live up loyally to both the letter and 
the spirit of the agreement they have 
signed, and that lasting peace will bo 
tin- resujt.

TIIE ONTARIO CRISIS. 

Tho Gamey charges are to lie tried by 
a Royal Commission. The complicity of 
other members of the cabinet with Mr. 
Stratum is not to come under investi- 
gation, neither are the allegations made 
by other members that attempts were 
made to improperly influence them to 
support the government. The issue has 
been narrowed to the direct complicity 
of Mr. Stratton in the bribing 
of Mr. Gamey. nnd the rules of evidence 
will bo strictly invoked to protect Mr. 
Stratton. It was alleged during the de- 
bate in tho Ontario legislature that tho 
terms of the commission bail been sub- 
mitted to the lawyers engaged to defend 
Mr. Stratton, before being brought down 
in the HouBe, and the allegation was 
not denied. Doubtless it was a most 
improper action if such was the case. 
We do not see that it matters very 
much however. Suppose the proof of 
Mr. Stratton's direct complicity did 
break down, in the limited sense of not 
justifying n verdict of guilty, the public 
would nevertheless revise the verdict of 
tho judges ami form its own judgment 
upon the evidence, corroboratory and 
direct, which Mr. Gamey is able to pro- 
duce, and upon that revised verdict tho 
government will stand or fall. Mr. 
Stratton might thus be relieved of legal 
penalty, but the government would not 
be relieved of the necessity of surrend- 
ering its existence to tho outraged sense 
of decency of the people. So fur as 
the political results of Mr. Carney's dis- 
closures are concerned, it does not very 
much matter how his evidence is pro- 
duced, and we should imagine that the 
political results lire those with which 
people are mainly concerned. What 
people want is his evidence, nnd 
they will deal with tho government on 
the strength of it. If they get tho evi- 
dence liefore this commission so much 
the better, if they do not get it before 
this commission, they must got it some 
other way. One tiling occurs to us, 
namely, that the exoneration of Mr. 
Stratton before a commission such as 
has just been constituted, is not the 
logical conclusion of the Gamey charges, 
yet that is the best the Ontario gov- 
ernment can hope for. Would not such 
a result make it essential to place Mr. 
Carney in some way in the position of a 
defendant, where tho same privileges 
and protection now accorded to Mr. 
Stratton would necessarily be granted 
him? The issue placed before the com- 
mission might he so narrowed down that 
the «»'y <lircct evidence available is 
the oath of -Mr. Gamey, backed by a 
large amount of corroborative evidence 
not permitted to lie produced, and tho 
only rebuttal the oath of Mr. Stratton, 
backed by such circumstances as he 
adduced in his own favor. If this wore 
sufficient to exonerate Stratton, it 
would be equally sufficient to exonerate 
Gamey, yet the real issue between them 
is that one or other must go, and that 
is the issue that will be taken by the 
public without any reference to the limi- 
tations of tho Commission. Very few- 
people have any doubt as to the exis- 
tence of corruption in its grossest form 
in the politics oL- Ontario. Very few 
people have any' iloubt that the benefit 
of that corruption has been received 
bj- the government now in power. And 
unless public opinion in Ontario JS 
wholly corrupt, or rendered blind by 
partizan prejudice, the ultimate verdict 
will not bo obscured by any legal 
technicalities. 

AFRAID OF THE PEOPLE. 

In most of ' .e states of the American 

Uuion a pretiy constant agitation is 

kept up for civil service reform, and 

tho making of civil service positions de- 
pend upon t» '* nnd not upon political 

"pull." This agitation has its moods. 

Occasionally it reaches such a height 

that action is almost taken upon it, 

and then again it subsides and no ac- 
tion is actually taken. The agitation is 

based upon the theory that the people 

want civil service reform. but that 

groups of politicians operating political 

machines prevent the wishes of the 

people from being embodied in the leg- 
islation ami other notions of the men: 

bers of their so-called representative as- 
semblies. The tin ory which is opposed to 

Ibis is that in United Stales politics 

the politicians are .not fighters for any 

particular end. hut simply professional 

experts at finding out what the people 

want, and nt maintaining their own 

power by giving them what they want. 

The question which theory is correct, 

as to civil service patronage at any rate, 

is likely to be tested in the State of 

Illinois. A bill providing for civil ser- 
vice reform has been introduced and 

passed, but with this rider thnt tho 

people are to directly declare by moans 

of the referendum whether they desire 

such a bill or not. The remarkable 

thing about the matter is that the civil 

service reformers have almost without 

exception raised an outcry, ngainst tho 

direct submission of the issue to the 

vote of the people. There is no dis- 
pute iis to the merit of tho Bill from 

their point of view, nor as to the fair- 
ness of tho reference contained in tho 

referendum clause. They object on 

general principles. Yet why? Civil 
service reformers, and nearly all other 
reformers, abuse the politicians, and do- 
clare that they themselves in a peculiar 
way represent the people. Yet hero they 
are given a plain appeal to the peo- 
ple on the one question of all others upon 
which their differences with the politi- 
cians are most nctito, objecting most 
strenuously. They may argue that the 
politicians are able to control the people 
ngainst their host interests, even to tho 
extent of controlling their votes. But 
if the power of the politicians rests in 
the people's vote, how can reformers of 
any kind reform anything except by 
destroying thnt power, nt Its source. No 
man, or group of men, afraid of the 
people in' whom the power rests In mod- 
ern democratic days, can ever accom- 
plish anything. Those who wish to 
abate political or other abuses must 
inform and educate; the popular mind, 
and tench it to hntc those abuses also. 
When they have accomplished that, the 
chances are they will find the politicians The reports from Dawson concerning 
working ' with tliemi and not against , the new diggings at Ta'nana in Alaska 
them.

CONTROL OF RAILWAY BATES. 

It is very doubtful whether Mr. Blair's 
commission, even if it is intended to, 
will actually be able to control railway 
rates. The only effective control of 
rates which can be devised must be 
based on the capitalization of the rail- 
way companies. One hundred dollars 
worth of stock to pay a six per cent, 
dividend must earn six dollars. Two 
hundred dollars worth of stock to pay 
the same dividend must earn twelve dol- 
lars. If the dividends are earned out 
of railway profits, then, upon the same 
business offering, the profit over cost of 
operation must in the one case be twice 
as high as in the other. We do not 
know of any railways that are paying 
excessive dividends upon their nominal 
capitalization. But we do know of 
many railways which are earning very 
excessive profits upon a capitalization 
based upon cost of construction. But 
a railway commission can do nothing' 
in such a case, because this condition of j 
affairs has only come about after the | 
stocks have Income u vested interest j 
iii the hands of innocent purchasers. 
Most railways have been built upon the 
discount system of promotion, a very 
lucrative one provided the railway be- 
comes a protit-earning institution with- 
in a reasonable time, but the only moans 
so far devised for procuring the ready 
money to build railways when there 
are no dividends in sight. It is a great 
mistake to imagine that all the water 
in a railway stock is n theft from tho 
people. A good deal of it is absorbed 
.by the railway itself, while trnfllc is 
being built up. A capitalist who invests 
money in a new road naturally wants 
something to represent the interest he 
has to do without for a number of 
years, and he usually gets what he 
wains. This system of raising money 
is open tit grave abuses. It has been 
largely abandoned by governments with 
whom it used to be much in vogue, but 
railway promoters cling to it with great 
persistency. Something might be done 
lo improve it by a railway commission, 
but to attack the rates which are thu 
direct result of it, is about as futile n 
proceeding as could well be imagined. 
If a commission can control the capitali- 
zation of n railway per mile it can con- 
trol rates, but it cannot control rates 
so long as the capitalization per mile is 
left absolutely uncontrolled.

But our legisla- 
tors have practically no option but to 
cross James Bay bridge, and the risk 
of the bridge being crushed by sheer 
weight of intellect, is excessive. Some 
scoffers arc rude enough to say that no- 
body would be hurt. That if the bridge 
fell down it would be better down any- 
way, nnd, that nothing will over bo done 



Ontario has 24 senators, Quebec has 
I'd senators, and so have the Maritime 
provinces.
